There is, undoubtedly, some reality 
this argument, but the time varied 
spokesmen Washington and overseas 
complete their on-the-record and back- 
ground statements, the time the media 
parrot the latest and most breathless 
messages, the turns para- 
noia. 

Once our foreign-policymakers em- 
bark course opposing those evil 


forces everywhere, increasingly 


difficult find good rotary and 
intelligent U-turn. read very 
recently Secretary State Alexander 
warning Syria that continues 

_to lean Christians Lebanon, will 
invite ‘‘more consequences. 
few days before that, the Reagan admin- 
istration warned the Soviet Union that 
invasion Poland would reap serious 
consequences. And before that, our 
government warned Cuba and Nicaragua 
and others that further arms shipments 
guerrillas Salvador would lead 
serious consequences. 

Such are the hallmarks our mature 
foreign policy, unequalled, perhaps, but 
the pronouncement the previous 
administration that the Russian invasion 
Afghanistan was truly just the most 
terrible crisis world affairs since World 
War II, something. 

fairness, are only 205 years old, 
nation, which not very old 
nations go, but still wonder why, all 
that time, have not been able con- 
vince ourselves that the world fairly 


complex place and that the nations which 
make are often collections varied 
interest groups put politely who 
often differ with one another open 
warfare. Neither nor the Russians can 
impose some neat and clean solution 
these endless conflicts, any more than 
could the Roman British Empires, each 
which had more experience this sort 
thing than we. That cannot 
should not prevent 
political argument, moral suasion, 
economic aid further some greater 
good. The trouble that don’t stop 
that. run around the globe, point 
every street fight, and warn serious 
consequences. 

The media are perfectly willing play 
handmaiden this erratic fire-chasing 
school foreign policy, for the media 
understand their American public all too 
well. crave the simplicity confron- 
tations: let someone begin discourse 
the subtleties the Mideast Central 
America, and most tune out. Wake 
when the crowd re-forms the 
gates. 

When, for example, was the last time 
your read saw something significant 
about Iran? Shortly after the American 
hostages were freed, Iran ceased exist 
for most us. It’s still there have 
good authority), and still important 
us, but would bet that unless and until 
the Iranians resume large-scale 
military offensive, shall not trouble 
ourselves too much about that nation. 
And can rest assured that Iran 
somehow does something muddy 
our face, Haig someone will warn the 
mullahs that they persist, they will only 
invite serious consequences.

reporter was new town. Just 
fact. The radio station she worked 
for had sent her Federal Courtroom 
Number Two for the day. She had been 
tossed headlong into case that had been 
building for least five years, without 
the slightest familiarity with any the 
principals, most whom had long ago 
captured statewide notoriety. The re- 
porter edged quietly down along the 
spectators the front row. She sat down 
next bearded man. The bearded man 
seemed know what was going on. 

Former state Senator James Kelly Jr. 
watched impassively his lawyer bully- 
ragged witness. you mean tell 
this the lawyer was saying. 
Two jurors’ chins dropped their chests. 
Their eyes jolted open again the im- 
pact. The prosecutor scribbled. art- 
ists sketched. The judge stood the ex- 
treme left the bench, arms folded. The 
judge never stayed seated for very long. 

Kelly had come very long way. For 
eight years, had been chairman the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee, and 
had wielded the influence that power- 
ful post often and deftly anyone 
recent years. was flamboyant and 
outspoken. Reporters who deplored his 
maneuverings flocked his office; 
Jimmy Kelly was good copy. 

Despite being elected from the south- 
ern Worcester County town Oxford, 
Kelly lived Boston, maintaining several 
apartments and generally living the good 
life. spent lot time the Harvard 
Club, where developed into killer 
the squash court. Among some waggish 
journalists and pols, was known 
Senator James Kelly Jr. (D-Ritz).

ruthless even when those objectives were 
noble and themselves. Squeaky- 
clean politicians sought him out because 
knew how get things done for them 
just well obviously got things 
done for himself. loaded with com- 
says source who has watched 
Kelly through the years. has 
has was, truth, one the best 
friends human services ever had 
Beacon Hill. When Kelly left office under 
cloud suspicion, 1978, some the 
more prominent goo-goos threw 
him farewell party.

Contemporary contraception devices 
and practices are rooted modern in- 
ventions, manufacturing, chemicals, 
scientific research, law, and the accept- 
the medical establishment. All 
this might lead one conclude that con- 
traception and non-procreative sex are 
products the 20th century. But that 
would ethnocentric presumption, 
automatic equation so-called sin- 
fulness with modernism. 

Women, and occasionally men, have 
exercised control over conception since 
the beginning recorded history. Con- 
traception began Egypt, moved 
Israel and Greece and Rome, smothered 
under Christianity but continued India 
and Islam and among several hundred 
tribal cultures. the West, contracep- 
tion among upper-class European women 
not documented until the 17th cen- 
tury. Thereafter spread slowly through 
the middle class, first word mouth 
and then through genteel 19th-century 
marriage manuals. Many the same 
techniques reappear the course this 
often interrupted history. 


American anti-vice legislation the 
1870s, notably the Comstock Act, made 
sending contraceptive information and 
devices through the mail illegal. Apart 
from risky illegal abortions and the rela- 
tively unreliable coitus interruptus, 
women lacked access contraceptive in- 
formation until the long and strident 
campaigns Emma Goldman, Margaret 
Sanger, and many other well-organized 
feminists and social reformers brought 
contraception into the open the 1920s 
and ‘30s. That marks the beginning the 
modern contraceptive era, which has 
been distinguished the opening 
birth-control clinics and the acceleration 
contraceptive research. 


Contraception’s numerous genera- 
tions frequently made use the same 
principles operative today. Although 
magical ceremonies and seemingly inef- 
fective potions were also common, every 
contemporary contraceptive device has 
many historical parallels, from the dia- 
phragm the condom, pill, rhythm 
method, spermicides, abortion, and 
sterilization. 

Until the 20th century, contraception 
was generally prescribed taught 
women, often specialists midwives; 
control over contraception enabled 
women continue the practice even 
when was prohibited. The female urge 
regulate conception contraception 
abortion deeply rooted throughout 
history; this will strong that laws are 
unable deter it. 

Prohibitions have had the effect either 
forcing contraception underground, 
where practiced and passed 
women, isolating women from each 
other and medicine and forcing them 
use potentially dangerous home- 
remedies.

anthropological observation, apparently 
worked; some were clearly dangerous 
hit-and-miss. However, the most effec- 
tive and consistently used techniques pre- 
vented live sperm from entering the 
uterus. 

This goal can achieved blocking 
the cervix with diaphragm-type device, 
gummy agent, chemically neutral- 
izing the sperm with acidic substance 
spermicide. The Ebers Papyrus 1550 
discusses contraceptive lint tam- 
pons moistened with the juice fer- 
mented acacia shrubs, which contain 
lactic acid, until recently one the most 
common components modern spermi- 
cides. Lactic acid, along with boric acid 
and chinosol, was also key ingredient 
cocoa butter-base sup- 
positories, extremely popular mass- 
market contraceptive sold London 
from 1885 1960.

Dio- 
scorides, significant medical authority 
first-century Greece, recommended 
smearing the vagina with spermicidal 
alum, applying pessary pepper- 
mint sicklewort mixed with honey. 
Dioscorides’s principal work, Mate- 
ria Medica, pharmacological and botan- 
ical treatise, one the few known 
sources contraceptive information 
continuous use; was consulted through 
the 16th century and then printed, 
sequence editions all major Euro- 
pean languages, excluding English.

Americans were 
barely aware the device until after 
1920. Margaret Sanger became 
acquainted and impressed with the dia- 
phragm during 1915 visit Holland, 
but the Comstock Act forbade importa- 
tion mailing contraceptive materials. 
Sanger’s wealthy second husband, 
Noah Slee, who manufactured some- 
thing called Three-in-One oil, had the 
diaphragms shipped from Germany his 
warehouse Montreal and smuggled 
into the Three-in-One cartons. Slee 
also began manufacturing lactic-acid con- 
traceptive jelly for the diaphragms, and 
1925 financed the Holland Rantos 
Company, manufacturer America’s 
first diaphragms. 


Abstinence, taboos, magic, and 
other possibilities 

Anthropologists and historians have 
noted dozens examples taboos and 
magical practices prevent conception. 
Historian Clellan Ford claimed, 
sexual intercourse constitute 
the most common contraceptive mea- 
sures among primitive Other 
historians made the same claim for dif- 
ferent methods, specifically coitus inter- 
‘ruptus, abortion, and infanticide, but 
would empirically impossible de- 
fend these claims much more than 
guesses. Tribal cultures commonly had 
taboo intercourse for given period 
time after woman gave birth, but 
general was extremely rare for tribe 
rely abstinence the sole method 
birth control. Norman Himes, author 
The Medical History Contraception, 
knew only three tribes which ab- 
stinence was the only form contra- 
ception. 


Thus seems odd that, until the 


century, Christian authorities advocated 
abstinence the only acceptable form 
birth control. Catholic prohibitions have 
course lingered even longer. The 
stigma contraception has been 
deeply imbedded Western mores that 
Thomas Malthus, the early-19th-cen- 
tury philosophical founder the birth- 
control movement, recommended only 
late marriage, modified form abstin- 
ence, the means stemming the over- 


birth contro 
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population seemed the cause 
poverty. was several decades before 
more-radical and explicit neo-Mal- 
thusians, such Francis Place Eng- 
land and Robert Dale Owen America, 
promoted actual contraceptive methods, 
such the vaginal sponge coitus inter- 
ruptus. 

The prolonged repression 
contraception forced many methods 
underground, but also led European 
women practice ritualistic magical 
methods, ceremonies that now sound des- 
perate. Many these rituals involved the 
use fingers, possibly 
symbols. While riding their nuptial 
carriages, 19th-century Serbian brides sat 
many fingers years they wanted 
without children. Rumanian brides 
put roasted walnut into their bosom for 
each year they wished remain sterile. 
Hungarian women filled open pad- 
lock with poppies and put the near- 
est well remain childless. They also 
tainer, the belief that they would re- 
main sterile until had completely rotted. 


possible that these women were 
practicing prohibited contraceptive 
methods well hocus pocus. Such 
combination techniques known 
have existed several Western and tribal 
cultures. The Papuan women New 
Guinea wore rope tightly tied around 
the waist during intercourse and after- 
wards douched very carefully. Older 
women the tribe were considered’ ex- 
perts contraception, and they warned 
younger women not experiment. Pre- 
marital sex was quite common, there were 
known illegitimate children, and 


families were generally limited three 
children. 


Women certain parts Australia, 
the Trobriand Islands the Pacific, and 
among the ancient Hebrews practiced

Anthropolo- 
gists often accepted these myths proof 
that the originators did not understand 
physiology and therefore were unable 
learn birth-control techniques. Anthro- 
pologists might also have taken the un- 
ignorance, rather than lack trust.

that such spiritual explanations were 
symbolic means unifying human birth 


with nature. The myths betokened

Women 
would chew the leaves flowers, drink 
teas made roots, mix pulverized 


berries powdered plants into their diet. 


Some the potions were made sym- 
bolically sterile ingredients, such teas 
made from fruitless plants. However, 
women northern New Brunswick 
would drink alcoholic solution dried 
beaver testicle. 

Most historians have dismissed these 
methods ineffective folk medicine, and 
almost nothing known about the side 
effects, dosages, effectiveness. But 
the when laboratory research 
was beginning the pill, 
few Western scientists believed would 
worthwhile investigate the validity 
some these plants.

1955 three American re- 
searchers analysed stoneseed, which the 
Shoshone women drank, infusion 
from the root, for six-month period 
order induce sterility. article the 
Annals the New York Society Medi- 
cine reported, experimental 
work showed that feeding mice with alco- 
holic extracts ... abolished the normal 
estrous cycle and decreased the weight 
the sex organs, thymus, and pitui- 
tary .... Subsequent work with rabbits 
led them conclude that Lithosperma 
(stoneseed) apparently inhibits the 
actions the gonadotrophins the 

1958 team British botanists 
traveled remote corner Thailand 
find the tuberose, which was re- 
ported improve both the fertility 
men and the sterility women. When 
the botanists boiled the plant down there 
remained grayish powder containing 
the hormone miroestrol, which small 
doses does indeed make men more fertile 
and, large doses, makes women sterile. 

Some the analysis indicated that cer- 
tain plants had concrete effect con- 
ception. This was the case with three re- 
puted contraceptive plants from the 
northwest Amazon basin. was sug- 
gested, however, that they might have 
been used because the phallic sym- 
bolism the flowers. 

There has been recent small revival 
interest the reputed contraceptive 
plants folk cultures. The World Health 
Organization Geneva has organized 
task force investigate plant products 
used for contraception. The Chinese have 
developed oral contraceptive for men 
derived from cottonseed that, after tests 
4000 men, had reported 99-percent 
effectiveness rate temporarily reduc- 
ing the sperm count. American scientific 
activity the field seems minimal. Dr. 
Hyun Kim the National Institute 
Child Health and Human Develop- 
ment’s Contraception Development 
Branch recently told me, spent six 
months researching all the folklore plant 
information contraception and came 
the conclusion that spend 
any money it. The problem with 
plants that it’s very hard isolate the 
active components and the batting aver- 
age would extremely low. The Na- 
tional Cancer Institute has the time and 
money test thousands plants, but 
don’t. The only proven contraceptive 
plant I’ve heard about zoaptle, which 
used abortifacient Mexico. Ortho 
Pharmaceutical isolated the two active 
components, and they have patent it, 
but they aren’t marketing 

The difficulties using historic and 
untested methods contraception have 
been highlighted the publication 
controversial new booklet, When Birth 
Control Fails (Speculum Press), written 
Suzann Gage the Los Angeles 
Feminist Women’s Health Center. The 
book details methods self abortion, in- 
cluding the use bicycle pump 
vacuum cleaner for suction, self-saline 
abortions, and the use abortifacient 
common herbs (possible undesirable ef- 
fects are not known the author).

Pollution your home

e’ve poisoned our waters with 
industrial wastes, laced our 

food with pesticides, buried 
toxic chemicals the woods, and fouled 
the air over our cities with auto exhaust 
and the sooty belches factories and 
power plants. 

Now comes the news that may not 
even safe home. The problem? In- 
door air pollution. 

Ever since the oil embargo 1974, 
been told that tightening our 
houses save energy not only nec- 
essary for financial survival, but public 
service well. caulked around win- 
dows and weather-stripped around doors. 
Now, environmentalists and scientists are 
sounding the alarm and telling that 
may sealing ourselves into air-tight 
box health hazards. 

Gas stoves, cigarette smoke, insulat- 
ing materials, new furniture, particle 
board, carpet backing, paint remover, 
pesticides, dry-cleaned clothes, and radio- 
active radon gas are among the potential 
sources pollution. The less air there 
circulating and out the house, the 
more the concentration pollutants 
tends build up. 

Ironically, some home improvements 
designed save energy may contrib- 
uting the problem. Wood-burning 
stoves, particularly when burning slowly 
smoldering, may emit respirable 
particles and hundreds different 
organic compounds, some which, like 
benzopyrene, are suspected carcinogens, 
according Spear, engineer with 
the Air Quality Control division the 
Massachusetts Department Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering. Kerosene- 
burning space heaters, which are gaining 
popularity nationwide, were character- 
ized one scientist being 
clean car running your living 
room. These heaters are banned 
Massachusetts for use inside homes but 
are still being sold, presumably for use 
the garage. 

There some concern that higher than 
normal levels radioactive radon gas, 
found naturally soil and rocks, are 
being emitted granite blocks and 
pebbles used heat sinks solar homes. 
However, George Swible, radiation scien- 
tist for the Massachusetts Department 


Public Health, says that his office has 
monitored several solar homes the state 
the request the owners, and that 
excessive radiation levels have been 
found. 

The health effects indoor contam- 
inants are, for the most part, still 
unknown. Yet since most people spend 
between and 100 percent their time 
indoors, say interested scientists, the 
issue should not ignored. are 
all kinds things that are exposing mil- 
lions people daily basis, and 
don’t know what they do,” says John 
Spengler, Harvard professor who co- 
ordinating study indoor air pollu- 
tion for the National Academy Science. 
The final report will issued this spring, 
says; will summarize the work 
scientists across the country health 
and indoor air quality and will recom- 
mend areas for further research. 

recent years, scientific studies have 
pointed number health risks. After 
monitoring radon levels sampling 
homes across the country, the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) estim- 
ated that indoor radon could 
responsible for 10,000 lung-cancer 
deaths year. Cigarette smoke home 
and the office has been linked statistic- 
ally higher risk lung cancer and 
respiratory problems for non-smokers 
exposed it. Some chemicals, such 
benzene, have been found have toxic 


effects when inhaled large doses; 


others, such formaldehyde, have 
caused cancer laboratory animals. How 
abundant these potential pollutants must 
endanger human health and how 
long people must exposed before there 
answered. 

The Lawrence Berkeley Laboratory

ifteen years ago many pack- 
aged products offered really good 


recipe the back the container. 
those days, companies spent lot 
money hiring home economists devel- 
formulas that would encourage peo- 
ple continue using the product. The 
best chocolate-chip-cookie was 
printed the back the Nestle choc- 
olate-chip package; good and easy flaky 
crust came with Spry vegetable shorten- 
ing; and formulas for biscuits and cakes 
galore arrived Rumford’s baking pow- 
der tins. Even the recipes that are still 
printed those packages aren’t what 
they used be, always delighted 
when someone comes with one the 
old containers and one the original 
recipes. 

Miles Fish, teacher Wayland, re- 
cently gave the recipe for his favorite 
chocolate cake. comes from the back 
old Van Houten cocoa-powder tin; the 
new tins don’t carry the recipe, and 
thought shame let this delicious 
and firm cake slide into obscurity.

The party question, whose 
gender neither know nor care 
know, might then stand reminder 
the publishing world that certain editorial 
crimes omission and commission, 
against authors and against readers 
ought not tolerated. this case, 
talking about rather common but 
serious felony permitting manu- 
script published before it’s ready for 
publication and series subordinate 
misdemeanors: clumsy sentence 
structure, careless usage, errors syntax, 
double triple). 

Tender Offer, Boston writer Alexandra 
Marshall’s second published novel, 
suffers from all these editorial lapses and 
thus book with promise that will 
never fulfilled. And has lot 
promise. The book recounts two weeks 
crises the life 50-year-old Phoebe 
Newcomb. Armed with $1.16 invest- 
ment and recipe for homemade fudge 
Phoebe has, years, built profitable 
company that employs 500 people, nets 
$59 million its best year ever, com- 
fortably supports its president, and pays 
healthy dividends her two grown chil- 
dren, Roger and Alice, whom Phoebe has 
raised her own. The trouble begins 
when Syncorp, Houston conglomerate, 
makes “tender offer,” Wall Street jar- 
gon for raid wherein large corpor- 
ation attempts buy enough stock 
take control smaller one. Panic- 
stricken, Phoebe launches campaign 
designed convince major and minor 
stockholders that they sell her 
company out from under her. Even her 
life’s work threatened, the tender offer 
triggers three simmering conflicts her 
personal life. She must strike com- 
promise with her sailing-bum son, who 
wants sell his stock can buy the 
boat his dreams. She must free herself 
the paternalistic influence board 
member Henry Page, major stock- 
holder and Phoebe’s longtime mentor. 
And she must finally fish cut bait with 


her patient and devoted lover many 


years, Barth Hoffman, successful West 
Coast designer. 

Tender Offer isn’t ambitious 
first published novel, Gus 
Bronze, which deals with the death, 
cancer, 39-year-old wife and mother, 
there’s probably point measuring 
the same standards. Instead, 
aspires solid piece entertain- 
ment the upbeat novelistic equivalent

say, Lou Grant episode. deals with 
very contemporary subjects: women 
business, the recent epidemic corpor- 
ate raiding, the sexual lives middle- 
aged people. has healthy dose up- 
scale name-dropping: Yale, Tabor, the 
Vineyard, Antigua, Beene, Halston, 
Calvin Klein. And its happy ending 
practically guaranteed from the start. 

Yet even the lesser realm pop 
culture, Tender Offer fails 
standards efficiency and consistency 
necessary for good read. Marshall might 
have pulled off with vigorous, in- 
telligently coached rewrite, but the 
coaching nowhere seen. the 
reader must plow through prose that 
reads thus: speech she had just 
delivered was the one which Phoebe 
dispensed traditional values they 
were free samples her fudge, the one 
for which she was already known 
Harvard and, because profile 
Fortune, specialized readers every- 

This blunderbuss sentence slows 
you down with five tame verb phrases, 
ever-popular (twice). And raises 
several nagging questions that con- 
scientious reader feels obliged answer 
before going on: exactly what 
specialized reader? One who reads 
specialty magazines? (And is. Fortune 
really specialty magazine?) one who 
has professional specialty and also 
reads? Phoebe known Harvard for 
her fudge (as quick reading suggests) 
for her speech (as common sense and 
second reading suggest)? 

And only the first sentence the 
first chapter the book. Unfortunately, 
sets precedent for further careless 
writing. For example, one point Phoebe 
standing the shallow end her 
swimming pool surveying vine-covered 
chain-link fence kept the pool away 
from unaccompanied The 
latter gratuitous phrase begin with 
since most pool fences, even decorative 
ones, serve safety function. Further, the 
phrase backwards. Fences don’t keep 
pools away from children. They keep 
children away from pools. 

These are minor technicalties which, 
multiplied the dozen, become source 
intense irritation. More important, 
they suggest larger problems: lack 
focus, lack concentration. this 
respect that the reader and perhaps the 
author should resent the laxity. 
For the book sabotaged its lack 
discipline. should have been cleaned 
up, shaped up, battered into some 
semblance order before was shipped 
off the typesetter. Tender Offer makes

Although Ja- 
pan’s most recent winner Bos- 
ton was 1969, its runners were 
most awesome and ‘66, 
when they swept five the top 
six places, and then the top four. 

This may well another year 
for the Japanese. Rodgers him- 
self has said that he’s going for 
the win but that pleased 
with time that lands him the 
top three. expects his most 
formidable challengers Seko 
and Kita, neither whom 
widely known this country.

Aside from Isao Aoki (the lead-
